Many of those who were being 
notified that they must furnish new gv 
bad so little tostand upon that they would 
make no effort whatever. The Secretary 
sit is a t mistake to suppose that he 
intended to decrease pension expenditares 
depriving those who were entitled to pen- 
sions under the law of their just rewards. 
He says that he is not o to pensions. 
Referring to the fact that quite a number of 
pensioners who were dropped from the rolis 
were being reinstated, the Secretary states 
that all of them furnished the required evi- 
dence and bad filed in the links breaking the 
chain to their cases. 

A few days ago Secretary Smith called be- 
fore him the heads of all the divisions in the 
Census Bureau, and questioned them closely 
as to the status of the work. He had a stenog- 
rapher present, who jotted down what eac 
had said, andalithe testimony thus secured 
has deen laid before the Secretary for his 
consideration. The fact has been discovered 
that the work is so far in arrearsthat instead 
ot being 1 by Dec. of the present 
year, as had heen anticipated would be the 
case, it cannot possty be com pleted for sev- 
eral months thereafter, It has also been 
lerned that the a propriation of several 
thousand dollars already set dside for the 
census has been nearly exhausted and that 
an additional appropriation of $300,000 will be 
required to complete the work properly. 

Commissioner of Pensions Lochren sent a 
bundie of papersto the Interior Department 
yesterday. They were signed by Secretary 
Smith, and immediately ‘a large number of 
clerks in the Pension Bureau found them- 
selves drawing smaller salaries. 

This reduction naturally necessitates some 
promotions. The reason assigned for this 
change was thatthe good ofthe service de- 
manded a reorganization, those who were 
advanced being thought+more capabie than 
those who were reduced.

Division Superintendent Gould, after mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of yesterday’s 
disaster, wired General Superintendent 
Magee this morning that Head Brakeman 
Herbert Thompson was alone to blame for 
the disaster. No. 92, the freight, was one 
hour and twenty-five minutes late, and had 
pulled intothe siding to clear the track for 
the passenger. The freight had watered 
when the first section of the passenger 
passed. The engineer of the freight declares 
that the passenger train had out 
the signals and whistled two biasts,’’ 
whica he answered, The conductor 
and head brakeman were standing at the 
caboose at the time. The freight engineer 
said he did not see the head brakeman after- 
ward nor did he notice that the switch was 
wrong until the second section of the pas- 
senger flew in on the siding. 

Supt. Gould says the train dispatcher was 
not at fault as the freight was not running 
under orders from him. 

General Superintendent Magee in discus- 
ing the accident said: ‘‘Ican not account 
for the brakeman’s conduct except that hav. 
ing been up working all night he was acting 
mechanically and forgot all about the signals 
he had just heard when he went up to open 
the switch; 5:30 o’clock in the morningis a 
very critical hour and a man is very apt to 
be wool-gathering. It is not a fact that the 
freight train was moving atthe time or that 
the brakeman had orders to open the switch. 
If he had someone else would have had to 
shoulder the responsibility. I read in the 
morhing papers that he disappeared after 
the accident. That is notafact. Heison 
the spot now.

THE MANTENO WRECK. 


Trainmen and the Illinois Central Held 
Responsible by a Coroner’s Jury. 

KANKAKEE, III., Sept. 28.—The Coroner’s 
verdict rendered last evening. after deliber- 
ating over the causes of the Big Four train 
collision on the Illinois Centrai Rallway at 
Manteno, is as follows: We do. und that 
David Jackson and others came to their 
deaths at Manteno, Sept. 18, 1893, while 
riding as passengers on the first section of 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 


Louis Railway on tiie illinois Central tracks, 
by being run into by the second section, said 
second section being in charge of Conductor 
Charles H. Edom and Thomas Adams, and 
we do further find ghat Thomas Ames, en- 
gineer of the second section of said 
train No, 45, and, Orville 
Duncan, fiAagman on the first section 
of said train No. 45, were then and there 
gullty of criminal carelessness in the dis- 
charge of their duties ds engineer and flag- 
man of said trains,thereby causing the death 
of David Jackson and others and we recom- 
mend that the said Thomas Ames and Orville 
Duncan be heid to answer for such unlawful 
killing.

W. B. Tyner of the first section of train No. 4 
and William sampell, engineer of said train, 
were gulity of gross carelessness in the dis- 
charge of their duties as conductor and en- 
gineer of said train. We further believe tliat 
the Illinols Central Ratlroad Co. Is guilty of 
gross negligence in not providing proper sig- 
nals and telegraph stations for locating pas- 
sengeritrains while running between Home- 
wood and Kankakee, III., on the same rond.’’ 


IS IT A YARNP 
— me ace aed * 
Story ot. a Mysterious Shipwreck Which 
* Comes From Harti. 

New YorK, Sept. 23.—The Dutch steamer, 
Prince Wilhelm g. whieh arrived yesterday 
morning brings news ofa mysterious wreck 
by which eighty persons lost their lives. All 
passengers and all the crew with one excep- 
tion of a Haytien warship went to the bot- 
tom with their vessel and the only survivor 
suffered so much from terror and exposure 


that he has been unable to give any reason- ‘ 
able account of the loss of the ship. 

The story is told by J. 8. Durham, ex- 
United States Minister to Hayti, who wasa 
passenger on the Prince Wilhelm I. 

The ship was the Alexandre Petiou, an 
iron screw steamship which left Port au 
Prince on Sept. 6 bound for San Domingo. 
She had on board a number of Haytien diplo- 
mats of high rank, who were on thelr way to 
negotiate a specialtreaty with the Republic 
of San Domingo. Among them was Gen. 
Molini, special envoy to San Domingo; Mr. 
Cohen, formerly Minister from Hayti to Mex- 
ico; M. De Jean, ex-Consul General 
from Hayti to France, and a number of other 
almost equally well-known Haytiens. 

For two days all went smoothly on board 
and no one dreamed of drowning. then 
suddenly, on Sept. 8, when off Cape Tiburon, 
the vessel sank like a stone. 

One sallor, an uneducated man who was 
said to have been on the lookout at the 
time, was thrown outside of the suction of 
the sinking ship and by the aid ofa piece of 
plank managed to keep himself afloat. Two 
oars which had been lying in one ofthe 
ship’s boats also floated, and these the 
sallor used in an effort to reach shore. After 
he had floated fora day anda half, exposed 
tothe burning sun and without food and 
drink, he was picked up by a passing vessel 
and carried to Port au Prince. His mind, 
probably never very strong, had been so 
weakened by his terrible experience that he 
could giveno explanation of the disaster. 
There was no storm, no shock of collision 
that he knew of, no explosion or fire. 

The Alexandre Petiou simply plunged bows 
first beneath the water, carrying with her 
all on board except this one sallor. His very 
name is not known, but his uniform showed 
to what ship he belonged. He has been 
transferred to another of the Haytien war- 


ships. 

No signs of the sunken vessel can be found. 
She was a new boat recently brought out 
from France, where she was built. Her cost 
was $250,000. 

Theories about her are plentiful, but none 
of them have any foundation. Judging from 
the sallor's story, she must either have been 
scuttled or capsized. Littie reliance is placed 
on the sallor and the general belief is that 
the warship struck a floating wreck or sub- 
merged rock and sunk like a stone, 

No news of the loss of the Petiou had pre- 
viously reached New York. There is no cable 
from Hayti and no steamer leaving there 
since Sept. 14, the day on which the news 
reached Port au Prince, has reached’ New 
York before the Prince Wilhelm I. The 
Haytien Consul, Johannes Haustedt, has ro- 
ceived no advices onthe subject. Dr. Dur- 
ham further saysthatthe loss of the Atlas 
Line steamship Alvo has caused great gloom 
in Port au Prince, as nearly all on board of 
her were well known there.

Peixcto’s Government Tells the Story 
From Its View. 


THE OTHER SIDE HAS A DIFFERENT 
STORY TO TELL. 


Yet Both Agree That There Is No Present 
Fear of the Bombardment Long 
BRumored—Awaiting the Result of a 
Brazilian Mission to Englana—Rebel 
Ships Threaten Southern Cities.

Pants, Sept. 23.—The following oM@¢iai ais- 
patch has been received by the Brazilian le- 
gation here, dated Rio de Janeiro, Sept. 22, 
5 P. m.: 

The city has resumed tits customary aspect 
and has been revictualed by means of the 
railroads which connect the State ‘of Rio 
de Janeiro with Manish-Geraes. Saopaoclo 
(of which Santos is the port) has never sur- 
fered from the lack of food. The rebels never 
succeeded for an instant in taking possession 
ofasingle point on the shore, neither at 
Nichteroy nor at Santos, 0 

There is discouragement in their ranks 
every day and some submit themselves tothe 
Government. 

Both chambers continue sitting regu- 
larly. 

President Petxoto has informed them 
that he deemed it needless to prolong the 
state of seige. 

No constitutional guarantee has been sus- 
pended and the newspapers appear without 
censorship in all the States. 

**Indignation increases against the ambi- 
tion ofthe men who have ventured to dis- 
turb order and the normal working of the in- 
stitutions.’’ 


THE OTHER SIDE. 

LONDON, Sept 23.—A private dispatch re- 
ceived by on important firm in this city, 
dated Rio, to-day. says that affairs at the 
Brazilian capital remain unchanged; the 
rebel fleet is stillthreatening bombardment 
and negotiations are yet progressing. Bus! 
ness, in spite ot the threatening state of af- 
fairs, has picked up somewhat, but is now 
altogether at a standstill. Negotiations of 
some kind are in progress nearly every hour 
of the day, and it is said to be not quite im- 
possible that the peace arrangement may be 
patched up between the rebels and the Gov- 
ment. Should this bethe case, it will be 
mainly due to the untiring efforts of the rep- 
resentatives of the foreign Powers and tothe 
backing the latter bave received from the 
commanders of the foreign warships at Rio. 

Falling the patching upof a peace very 
shortly the insurgents repeat their announce- 
ment that they will lay Rio in ashes. Presi- 
dent Peixoto does not increase in popularity 
with the masses and he issaid tobe going 
about surrounded by a strong bodyguard, as 
he is known to be in constant dread of assas- 
Sination atthe hands of his enemies. It is 
believed that the basis of the peace which 18 
under negotiation is the resignationof the 
President and his Government and a free 
pardon to the insurgents. who have been en- 
gaged in the revolt. This morning it has 
been estimated the bombardment has been 
postponed pending the receipt of advices 
from the Brazilian delegation, which arrived 
at Southampton yesterday charged with a 


} delicate mission to London. The insurgents 


are still blockading Santos and are expected 
to make their power felt in other ports to the 
south of Rio before long. Porto Alegre and 
Rio Grande are now threatened by the insur- 
gent war vessels. 


THE REBEL REPULSE CONFIRMED. 

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Sept. 23.—The re- 
port that the Republica, flagship of the 
Brazillan rebel squadron, was repulsed in 
the fight at Santos has been confirmed. 
Considerable damage was sustained dy the 
flagship. The Government is now engaged 
in strengthening the fortsin Santos and Rio 
Grande City to be ready for fresh attacks. 
No direct news of the situation in Rio Janeiro 
is received from this city because of the rigid 
censorship of all telegrams. 

Owing to the lack of facilities for getting 
necessary suppiyof coalthe United States 
cruiser Charleston was unable to sall for Rio 
Janeiro until to-day. The police are guard- 
ing the government cruiser Tiradentes, 
whichisin dock here. This is done at the 
request of the Brazilian Minister. In spite 
of these precautions several of the crew of 
the Tiradentes have deserted, An absurd 
rumor was put into circulation to-day to the 
effect that President Pelxoto has asked 
President Cleveland to sell the United States 
cruisers Charleston and Yorktown to the 
Brazillian Government. 


THE ARGENTINE REVOLUTION. 
BUENOS AYRES, Argentine, Sept. 23.—Rev- 
Olutionists from Tucumen have entered the 
province of Santiago and are cutting tele- 
graph wires and tearing up railroad tracks, 
Orders have been sent to the Governor of 
the province to resist the revolters by any 


means in his power until Gen. Bosch arrives 
with troops. 

Dispatches from. Santa Fe say that the 
radicals in that city got up a great demon- 
stration. Many arrests were made by the 

lice. The prisoners were thrown into jail.

THE CONGRESSIONAL SITUATION. 


One Correspondent’s View of Things as 
They Are and Will Be. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.—The confi- 
dence which the silver men feel in their 
power to control the situation in the Senate 
has been becoming more apparent day by 
day. They can hold the unconditional re- 
peal Senators in check, and the majority can 
hola the minority up to the rack, so that 
each side is about on even terms. It must 


be remembered that in order to continue the 
sessions into the late hours of the night that 
the majority must keep its force on hand for 
an emergency, while the silver men simply 
have to make details for speech-making pur- 
poses. Complicated asthe situation looks, 
there Is no prospect of any action before the 
repeal of the federal election bill comes 
from the House, when it is proposed to offer 
that measure as a substitute for uncondl- 
tional repeal. One can imagine the con- 
sternation which will follow when the 
Southern Democratic Senators are faced 
with the proposition to vote on the repeal of 
the Federal election laws as against silver 
repeal.

to prevent a passage of the Wilson tariff bill 
in the form in which it will come from the 
House. There is no reason why, so long as 
cloture does not exist in the Senate, the Re- 
publican membDers should not take advantage 
of the absence of limit to debate to wrest 
from the Democratic majority as many con- 
cessions in the tariff schedules as they may 
demand. 

Burke Cockran is quoted as saying, in reply 
to an inquiry from a friend, that the Fifty- 
third Congress would repeal the McKinley 
act, but that the next thing it would do 
would be to pass another tariff bill as much 
like the Mckhinley law as possible. This 
shows the feeling of the Eastern Democrats, 
who have been awakened by the hearing be- 
fore the Waysand Means Committee tothe 
growing feeling in favor of protection among 
their Southern brethren upon the tariff ques- 
tion. 

The power of the Vice-President to stop 
duatory practices is rather implied by the 
rules than expressed. The rules provide 
for his recognition of Senators who rise and 
address the Chair, and provide further that 
there can be no appeal from his recognition, 
so that he has the power at any time to re- 
fuse to recognize any senator. It does not 
appear that any presiding officer ofthe Sen- 
ate has ever availed himself ofthis extreme 
power, though the programme the Repubil- 
cans adopted in the Fifty-first Congress for 
the passage of the force bill through the 
Senate contemplated its use. It was part of 
this programme that Vice-President Morton 
should call Mr. Haleof Maine tothe chair 
temporarily and that he should pat the ques- 
tion on the passage of the bill, utterly ignor- 
ing appeals for recognition and protests 
from the Democratic side. Thereis little 
doubt but that this would have been done, 
but for the vote by which the force bill was 
displaced by another measure, 

Vice-President Stevenson has given no 
public indication as to what course he will 
pursue when it shall become apparent that 
the duty of determining whether the Senate 
shall act rests upon him. Some of the advo- 
cates of repeal assert with confidence that 
Mr. Stevenson will not hesitate to bring the 
Senate toa vote on this orany other meas-

In May of this year, 9,600 pension 
checks alone were presented at the counter 
for payment, not including those of other 
disbursing offices, showing that this office 
transacted as much business in one day as it 
did in the entire year of 1569.

Bank, the City National Bank of Lynn, the 
International Trust Co., the Lincoln Manu- 
facturers’ National, the National Bank of 
Redemption, the National Hide and Leather, 
the National Revere, the National Park of 
New York, the National Rockland of Rox- 
bury, the National Naunkeag of Salem, the 
Shoe and Leather, the Suffolk National, state 
National and the Third National are sald also 
to be losers. . 

The first revelations of Richardson’s crook- 
edness did not come to light until some time 
after the failure of the firm last May of which 
he was the head. A meeting of the creditors 
of the frm was held and then it was learned 
for the first time that the assets were rated 
at from $200,000 to $300,000, while the liabilitie s 
were easily rated at $650,000 in round figures, 
J. A. Lord, leather manufacturer of Salem, 
and Phelps & Lombard, leather dealers in 
Boston, were so badly crippled by the failure 
that they were driven to the wall, and when 
thelr creditors began an investigation of 
Richardson’s affairs they found most of the 
assets were involved in litigation through 
attachments on replevin suits arising from 
the firm’s Velations with Phelps & Lombard, 

Further proceedings showed that the bot- 
tom had dropped completely outof the firm 
of Richardson & Dennie, andthat there was 
little left for the forty creditors. Then the 
firm was petitioned into insolvency. The 
creditors soon found around thema net-work 
involving them hedvily, and it seemed as if 
they would be hard pushed. As Richardson 
is highiy connected with prominent people, 
it was expected they would come forward 
and save him Trom what seemed State 
Prison. Butthey turned their backs upon 
the banks, which seemed to get little or 
nothing. 

Until a few days ago the losers and victims 
apparently sat by and said nothing, while 
Richardson and his wife were summerlng at 
Newport or York Harbor, Me. The storm 
burst yesterday. Javob Rogers, represent J. 
S. Morgan, instituted criminal proceedings 
by laying the case before the Grand-jury. 
An indictment followed and was placed in 
the hands of the police. An inspector went 
to Newport and another to York Harbor, 
but no trace of Richardson could be had. 

There was no one at the house but a serv- 
ant, whe saidshe did not know where Mr. 
Richardson was, but his wife could tell and 
she was at Newport. This goes to show that 
Richardson has fled to Europe, and it is said 
his wife accompanied him. 

Edward M. Dennie, one of the partners, 
said last night that he did not know where 
Mr. Richardson had gone. He had pot heard 
from him since June 13, when he was at York 
Harbor. He had never found anything 
wrong with his partner’s business, but the 
lasttwo years had been unfortunate ones. 
Kkichardson was the flsanclal man and he 
(Dennie) had been assured by the bank man- 
agers that there was no charge against him 
personally. 


SMALL DEPOSITORS MAY SUFFER.

A RELIC OF LONG AGO. 


A Paper Containing the Will of George 
Washington. 


From the Galveston News. 

Col. Fontaine called on the News and ex- 
hibited a unique relic of the time of George 
Washington. It was a newspaper printed 
and published in Petersburg, Va., about 
Feb. 28, 1800, making it 98 years old. 

The name of the paper is the Virginia 
Gazette and Petersburg Intelligencer, published 
by Hiram Prentiss and Tarlton W. Pleas- 
ants, anditisina very good state of preser- 
vation. It contains the entire contents of 
the last will and testament of George Wash- 
ington. 

The will was very lengthy, about nineteen 
or twenty items, and covered eight columns 
of the paper. The proceedings of Conuress 
weep crowded out on account of its impor. 

ance. 

The will was filed in the Fairfax Court- 
house of Virginia by George Denale, on the 
9th of Suly, 1799, of the year of our Lord, and 
twenty-fourth year of the independence of 
the United States. 

It has the pecullar old English type, using 
an ' for an . The following is an ex- 
tract from the paper, which is interesting as 
a commercial item: 

From the ist of January, 1799, to the sist 
of December, same year, there have been ex- 
ported from this port to Europe 20,3867 hogs- 
heads of tobacco.“ 

Besides the item describing two runaway 
negroes and one or two business notices, the 
balance ofthe paper, barring the will, is 
filled with patent- medicine advertisements.

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RESERVE HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Mayor Walbridge Refuses to State What 
He Has Done With the Enormous 
Amount Which Has Been Teken From 
the Fund — Contractor Prendergast’s 


- 


Trial Commenced—City Hall News. 


The passage of a bill last night by the City 
Council appropriating over $1,000 to pay some 
raliroad bills for transportation which 
should be paid out of the Mayor’s contingent 
fand was roundly denounced to-day at the 


City Hall as an outrage. 
The push“ in its palmiest days never at - 
tempted such a bare-faced abuse of the pub. 


lic treasury. : a 

After the bill had passed the Council it was 
sent over to the House of Delegates where 
it was rushed through to a second 
reading before the Democrats were aware 
what was being done. Mr. Haggerty at- 
tempted to cut it off and make the Dill take 
its regular course, but itappears his fellow 
Democrats did not grasp the situation and 
let the matter pass into the hands of the 


committee. 

The bill originated in the Mayor’s office and 
is the result of a scheme to increase the con- 
tingent fund just $1.056 for the current year. 

Of the $11,000 already appropriated for that 
fund there is but $1,875 to its credit In the city 
treasury. What Mayor Walbridge has done 
with the other nine thousand and odd dollars 
which he has drawn in the past six months, 
he has refused to state. Never »efore, in the 
city’s history, has anything like so large 
a sum been taken from the contingent fund 
in soshortatime, Mayor Noonan’s expen- 
ditures about which the Republicans howled 
being small in comparrison. 

When asked this morning by a Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter why he did not pay the rail- 
road bilis for the Western refugees out of 
the contingent fund he said:

Mayor Walbridge evidently does not re- 
member the facts in the case of sending the 
refugees from Colorado to their homes, Mr. 
Charles Nagel, President of the Council, was 
acting Mayor when the matter was first pre- 
sented hy Chief of Police Harrigan. Mayor 
W albridge returned the following day. anda 
conference was heid in his office at which the 
representatives of the various railroads were 
present, and the Mayor distinctly stated: 

‘*These men must de provided for and sent 
to their homes or friends. It will be a heavy 
draft on the contingent fund, but that is 
whatthe money is appropriated for, and I 
will use it for that purpose. 

It was an afterthought of Mr. Nagel’s,who 
was present at the meeting, to secure an 
extra appropriation forthe expenses. The 
Mayor, realizing the depleted condition of 
the fund, Jumped at the suggestion, and so 
embodied it in his proclamation as one of the 
special objects of the present session of the 
Assembly. 

He now admits that he has a sufficient 
amount on hand to pay this $1,056, and not- 
withstanding the present depleted state of 
the City Treasury andthe general financial 
stringency prevailing everywhere he in- 
duced Counciiman Kepes to introduce the 
bill which places 51.000 more to nis credit, for 
which he has no account to make tothe city 
officials or public generally. It is safe to say 
that the Democratic members of the House 
will put this little bill of the Mayor’s quietly 
to rest in the pigeon-hole of a commit tee - 
room. 


Contractor Prendergast’s Trial. 


Mayor Walbridge opened court this morn- 
ing in his office to try charges preferred 
against J. J. Prendergast, city con- 
tractor, for an alleged violation 


of the eight-hour law. Mike 0O’Don- 
nell was the prosecuting witness in 
the case, and he, together with his attorney, 
Mr. J. F. McDermott, were the only persons 
who figured conspicuously in the case to-day. 

Mr. Prendergast called on the Mayor yes 
terday and informed him that his attorney 
was out ofthe city and asked to have the case 
continued until his return. 

The Mayor was aware ofthe fact that Mr. 
Prendergast’s contract would be completed 
attheendof next week and so refused to 
grant a continuance. Mike O'Donnell 
was placed on the witness stand and 
sworn. He testified in substance 
that he had worked for Prendergast for six 
months at $2.50 perday. He and his fellow 
laborers worked only eight hours a day. 
At the end of the six months he said Prender- 
gast wanted them to work ten hoursa day 
and he with twenty other laborers quit. 

There was no one present to represent 
Prendergast and the Mayor laid the case 
over until Monday morning. 


He Wants a Remedy. 


Henry Fink writes a long letter to the 
Mayor telling an interesting ‘‘hard luck’’ 
story. Hesays he mortgaged his furniture 
for $7 to a man named Buchanan, 


and although, he alleges, he has 
paid him back $114, Buchanan, he claims, 
sold him out of house and home.

ACCURACY OF TOUCH. 


Machinists Learn To Detect Inaccuracies 
With Their Fingers. 


From Scribner. 

There are plenty of men who will, by the 
impression carried through q pair of calipers 
and the fingers’ ends, determine within a very 
small percentage the amount of pressure 
which shall be required to be exerted by a 


hydraulic press in order to force onto its 
shaft an engine crank or a locomotive 
driving-wheel, a measurement in which 
a thousandth part of an inch 
variation in diameter causes much more 
Variation in pressure than is permissible. 

Indeed, on some kinds of work done in the 
machine shops, a thousandth part of an inch 
has now become the most commonly em- 
ployed unit of measurement, a unit which is 
divided and subdivided into at least ten parts 
in order to express the degree of refinement 
arrived at. Ihis, of course, far surpasses 
the frequently mentioned but supposedly 
superfiuous hair splitting operation, since 
an ordinary human hair is about 24-1000 of 
an inchin diameter. The paper upon which 
this page is printed is about 3 1000 of an inch 
thick, and 110000 part ofan inch is, therefore, 
1-30 the thickness of this sheet. 

Considerably smaller variations of size can 
be detected by the trained sense of touch, or 
rather by the variations of the resistance of 
a pair of calipers passed overthe work, and 
it is even possible for the sense of magnitude 
and the sensitiveness of the finger ends in re- 
lation toit to be 80 1 developed as to 
detect, unaided, and by merely rolling a 
small steel ball between the thumb and

ing employment on public work in St. 
Louis for the men who have been forced 
into idleness by trade depression, there 


‘are other objections which cannot well be 


overcome. 

The policy of ‘‘making work’’ for the 
sole purpose of giving employment to 
labor has been tried in this country and 
found wanting. It defeated its own pur- 
poses and only deepened the misery of 
those whose sufferings it was designed to 
prevent or relieve. It has been made use 
of to create class distinction based upon an 
unequal and unfair distribution of wealth. 
It is the principal cause of the distress 
which it is now proposed to relieve by an- 
other application of the same policy. 
Whether in national, State or municipal 
politics, the principle is equally vicious, 
and to resort to it to help its victims out of 
the troubles into which it has plunged 


them is as irrational as would be an at- 


tempt to cure an opium eater by giving 
him more opium. 

As there seems to be no prospect that 
needed work can be undertaken by the 
city, the only resource isin individual or 
organized charity, or, better, in individ- 
ual. business enterprise. While a boom 
may not be expected we may look for some 
revival of trade which will enable employ- 
ers to provide places for the hungry by 
working a part of the time at least. By a 
careful economy the city government may 
itself be able to do something of the same 
sort. In this way the suffering may be re- 
duced toa minimum without turning the 
municipality into an leemosynary insti- 
tution. 

Meanwhile all citizens, rich or poor, 
may think over two questions: What 
brought on the depression in business 
which caused this distress, and how does it 
happen that the city has no money to 
carry on public works, which all acknowl- 
edge to be useful and which would be par- 
ticularly helpful in the present crisis?

“GENTLEMEN IN OFFICE. 

Strong grounds are given for the ap- 
pointment of Mr. J. J. Van Alen, ‘‘the 
American Prince. of Wales,’’ to the post 
of Ambassador to Italy. 

Mr. Van Alen is reported to have fre- 
quently said to his friends that America 
is no fit place for ladies and gentlemen 
to live in.’’ Holding these sentiments 
Mr. Van Alen’s contact with plain Amer- 
ican citizens can be no more displeasing to 
himself than tothem, and Mr. Cleveland, 
therefore, has consulted the happiness of 
the greatest number in sending the gentle- 
man abroad. 

Again an intimate friend of Mr. Van 
Alen is said to have remarked; ‘‘If Van 
Alen doesn’t get that appointment the 
Democratic party need expect no aid from 
gentlemen in the future. A _ politician 
whom youall know gave his word asa 
gentleman that Van Alen would get the 
ambassadorship. Van Alen gave $50,000 
to help Cleveland’s election when the 
Democrats needed the money badly. He 
paid for the office like a gentleman and if 
he doesn’t get it the Democrats may have 
to get along without gentlemen’s help in 
future.’’ 

We presume the word ‘‘gentlemen’’ is 
used in this connection as distinguished 
from ordinary citizens pretty much as the 
word ‘‘ladies’’ is sometimes used in con- 
tradistinction to honest women. Perhaps 
‘*gentry’’ or ‘‘gents’’ is a fitter term and 
more in accordance with Mr. Van Alen’s 


English notions. The Democratic party 


cannot now afford to be less nonorable in 
its dealings with such gentry than was the 
Republican party in rewarding Mr. Wana- 
maker. It may need them. It may fqil to 
keep faith with the people, and then hav- 
ing kept faith with ‘‘gentlemen’’ who 
paid for their offices will be valuable. 

Once more it is urged that, Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor having held the post of 
Minister to Italy, no one but a multi- 
millionaire, who is the son-in-law of the 
Astor family, can sustain the style and 
dignity of the place in a way to please the 
Americans who have learned from the aris- 
tocracy of Europe to despise American 
ways. It would never do to bring a blush 
of shame or a sensation of disgust to those 
Americans who are trving to prove to 
Europe’s nobility that all Americans are 
not vulgar Democrats, by sending a poor, 
honest Democrat to represent their 
country.

Teachers’ Salaries. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Seeing the courageous and truthful state~- 
ment of Substitute in your Sunday issue has 
called forth from a more experienced teacher 
a few remarks concerning one or two omis- 
sions: 

Firstly, teachers’ salaries were not always 


so meager, third assistant formerly receiving 
$75 every five weeks, or an average of $60 a 
month; but owing to a deficit in the treasury 
of the School Board at some time past, a 7 
per cent reduction was made throughout the 
corps with the promise by the board at that 
time that as soon as thecrisis had passed the 
old schedule would be restored. 

St. Louis has seen some palmy days since 
then, but the, promise remains unful- 
filed. Many of the members of 
that board are still honored citizens 
of st. Louls and could, if they desired, testify 
to the truthfulness of this statement and the 
gross injustice done the teachers by all suc- 
ceeding boards in utterly ignoring the promise 
of their predecessor. We teachers perceive, 
however, the present board were not slow to 
grasp the slight excuse of the present 
stringency to lessen the salaries, not by 
openly making a reduction of dollars and 
cents, but by closing the schools for six 
weeks and keeping the child of the taxpayer 
on the streets, caring little for the child’s 
welfare and still less for the teacher.

Secondly, substitute“ omitted the Christ- 
mas vacation of from seven to ten days’ 
duration. Here again is she subject 
to loss salary, whereas all other 
worthy loyes receive a slight 
recompense atthis time.

leaving froma year but thizty-four working 
weeks, five days toa week, orayearly salary 
of $340, or $28.33 a month,

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Gas Meters. 


To the Editor of the Poat- Dispatch: 

May 1 venture to ask permission to say a 
few words in defense of the much abused 
meter; in fact the meter is not to blame; it Is 
a highly sensitive instrument; it has diges- 


tive organs (the diaphragms), which are 
composed of fiexible material, and are ex- 
posed during the whole time that the meter. 
is set on a consunier’s premises, to the action 
ofthe gas and atmosphere of its surround- 
ings. ' 

Now consumers should form into an asso- 
ciation and employ an inspector with suita 
ble instruments to examine their meter, say 
monthly, during the fall and winter. In 
numerous cases the low temperature causes 
condensation of gas to partly charge the dia- 
phragms; this accounts for large bills, be- 
cause the condensation is continually being 
measured against the consumer. 

And again high temperature causes the 
diaphragms toicontract and thus prohibits 
the dlaphragms from containing the amount 
of gas that their originalcapacity intended 
them for; this contraction of the diaphragms 
also causes the metertorecord against the 
consumer. 

Ihave seenin various papers from time to 
time complaints as to gas meters being fast, 
etc., but have not seen any explanation of 
how they get in that condition, consequently 
Iask you to allow me to advise you of the 
causes.
